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Giving residents more access to the arts

LIMITED venue space and declining re¬ 
sources are threatening to derail Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham’s thriving arts scene. 

The borough council is already taking steps to de¬ 
velop a detailed arts strategy, after residents warned 
that the area’s reputation as a hotbed of creativity was 
at risk. 

The concerns were raised at a town hall meeting re¬ 
cently, where council chiefs and local arts leaders 
discussed ways to enhance cultural activity in the 
borough. 

“This is a fantastic borough for the arts but empty 
spaces are still very hard to come by for smaller 
groups”, said Trea Owens, from the Albert & Friends 
Instant Circus, which has been working with children 
in the borough for more than 30 years. 

“It is great to see the council showing an interest in 
the arts locally - it is very clear we need a local 
champion to recognise the excellent work being done 
here.” 

Around 60 residents attended a meeting of the 
council’s economic regeneration, housing and the 
arts policy and accountability committee, where a 
number of ideas were raised about how to stimulate 
the borough’s arts scene and create opportunities for 
all residents to access the arts. 


A series of comments were made about the need for 
more space to develop and show art, with further 
calls for a website or local database to enable differ¬ 
ent projects to work together. 

Lucy Pittaway, from the Scariofunk dance group, 
said a decline in the number of venues and open 
spaces was making it harder for community projects 
to reach young people - especially those who are vul¬ 
nerable and in need of support. 

“Even after-school clubs cannot afford to host us 
anymore, due to funding pressures”, she said. 

The meeting also heard contributions from Emma 
Hutchinson, of the Music House for Children, Cathy 
Robertson, of the Hammersmith and Fulham Arts- 
Fest, and Nicolai Le Barrie, from the Lyric Theatre. 

“It was very encouraging to see how much is al¬ 
ready happening in the borough and to get so many 
ideas about what could be achieved with more hands- 
on support from the council”, said Councillor Ben 
Coleman, the committee’s chairman. 

“This was an important first step for the new ad¬ 
ministration in developing an arts policy together 
with residents.” 

Councillor Andrew Jones, cabinet member for eco¬ 
nomic development, said the council would be de¬ 
veloping an arts strategy and would present initial 
ideas based on the comments made at the meeting.

Tributes paid to 
popular coach 


HEARTFELT tributes have been paid to 
school rowing coach Michael Hill, whose 
body was recovered from the Thames near 
Putney Bridge last week. 

Mr Hill, a part-time coach at Hammersmith’s 
Latymer Upper School, had been missing since 
February, after an apparent capsize while out on 
the river. 

Police recovered an empty upturned boat soon 
after Mr Hill, 48, went missing, but it took almost 
five weeks to confirm his death. 

Alongside his work at the school, Mr Hill was a 
coach with the Thames and London Rowing 
Clubs. It is understood he was leading a training 
session near Putney Pier when he went missing. 

His body was finally discovered last Sunday 
(March 8th) after an agonising five-week search. 

Latymer Upper School paid tribute to a “much 
loved and respected” member of staff, after the 
news was confirmed. 

A statement on the school’s website said: “Our 
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thoughts are with the family and friends of 
Michael Hill, a much loved and respected member 
of our rowing coach team, who was recovered 
from the Thames yesterday and has been formally 
identified. 

“Our understanding is that Michael became sep¬ 
arated from his launch in an incident during a 
coaching session with Thames Rowing Club in 
Putney on Monday February 2nd. An investigation 
led by the Port of London Authority is ongoing.” 

The school’s Head, David Goodhew, added: 
“This is an extremely distressing time for all at the 
school, in particular Michael’s colleague’s in the 
boat club and pupil crews who make up the close- 
knit rowing community at Latymer Upper School. 

“Our thoughts and prayers go out to his family 
at this terrible time.”

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Mayor kick-starts National Apprenticeship Week 


Creating 3,500 new apprentices for capital 


THE Mayor of London, Boris John¬ 
son, has kick-started National Ap¬ 
prenticeship Week by confirming 
plans for a £1.8 million scheme that 
will create over 3,500 new apprentice¬ 
ships across the capital. 

The funding is expected to open up opportu¬ 
nities in thousands of London businesses that 
may never have taken on an apprentice before. 

Specialist recruitment and training 
providers are being lined up to partner with 
the Mayor to deliver a programme that will 
target businesses of every shape, size and spe¬ 
cialism. They will be tasked with finding inno¬ 
vative new ways of delivering apprenticeships 
and helping young Londoners looking for ca¬ 
reers ranging from catering and construction 
to manufacturing and marketing, with all the 
support they require to obtain apprenticeships 
within the capital. 

Today the Mayor met apprentices working at 
the New England Seafood factory in Chessing- 
ton, where he tried his hand at “pin-boning” a 
salmon 

The Mayor of London, Boris Johnson, said: 
“We want to extend the fantastic benefits ap- 
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prenticeships offer to 
thousands more busi¬ 
nesses and young peo¬ 
ple across the capital 
and help drive the 
skills and opportuni¬ 
ties Londoners need to 
excel. Our new pro¬ 
gramme will reach out 
to those companies yet 
to dip their toe into the 
rich pool of talent con¬ 
tained in our capital, 
and help maintain Lon¬ 
don’s position as a 
world leader for train¬ 
ing, development and 
expertise.” 

The new scheme is 
the latest in the 
Mayor’s on-going com¬ 
mitment to cultivate 
apprenticeship opportunities in a growing range 
of businesses across the city. This year alone he 
has doubled employer apprenticeship grants to 
enable more small and medium sized businesses 
to take on apprentices, and is funding a network 
of apprentice ambassadors to help promote the 


opportunities in schools 
Around 190,00016-24 year-olds have become a 
London apprentice since 2010. The number of 
young Londoners not in education, employ¬ 
ment or training in London is at its lowest 
since records began and is the lowest of all 
English regions, whilst the latest employment 
rate for 16-24 year olds is the highest since 2007 
London-based New England Seafood has 
taken on 12 apprentices since 2012, five of 
whom have gone on to take up full time posi¬ 
tions at the company. 

Growing in confidence 
Dan Aherne, CEO of New England Seafood 
said: “The food industry offers an amazing 
choice of career opportunities for young peo¬ 
ple, and is often overlooked by school and col¬ 
lege advisors.

The Mayor's new employer-led programme 
has been devised as a way of tapping into the 
knowledge, expertise and problem-solving abil¬ 
ity of businesses across the private and public 


sectors in order to deliver more apprentice¬ 
ships. Rather than specifying exactly how the 
programme should be delivered, the Mayor’s 
team have asked employers and training 
providers to propose innovative new solutions 
for engaging businesses working within their 
networks or supply chains with a view to en¬ 
couraging more firms to recruit apprentices. 

It is the first time the Mayor’s team have pro¬ 
vided grant funding to organisations to offer a 
top-to tail apprenticeship and business engage¬ 
ment service in London. They will engage busi¬ 
nesses who have not recently taken on

The wider GLA family are also creating ap¬ 
prenticeships in support of the Mayor’s target. 
Since April 2009, Transport for London and its 
supply chain have created almost 5,500 appren¬ 
ticeship roles. Crossrail and its contractors also 
pledged to offer 400 apprenticeship roles over 
the lifetime of the major construction project 
and they have reached this target with three 
years to go. All apprentices living in London 
aged 18 or over and in their first year of an ap¬ 
proved course can save 30 percent against the 
price of adult rate Travelcards and Bus & Tram 
Passes with an Apprenticeship Oyster photo¬ 
card which could save them over £600 a year.

Go ahead given for 
two new free schools 


TWO free schools are to open in Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham over the next 18 months, 
after government education chiefs gave the 
go-ahead for a major expansion of the bor¬ 
ough’s school buildings. 

Fulham’s Bridge AP Academy will open an ac¬ 
ademic free school in September 2016, specifi¬ 
cally for older teenagers who have been excluded 
from mainstream schools. 

Meanwhile, the Burlington Danes Academy is 
set to launch a new primary school building, ac¬ 
commodating more than 400 pupils, in time for 
the start of the next academic year.

An informal gathering was held at the school last 
month, attended by Annamarie Phelps, the chair¬ 
man of British Rowing, and members of the 
RNLI crew who had been involved in the search. 

Mr Hill was also remembered during the 
Boustead Cup - the historic annual rowing fixture 
between the Thames and London clubs - on Feb¬ 
ruary 15th. 

London Rowing Club’s Alan Foster said 
Michael’s “zest for life” had been an inspiration 
to others during his time as a coach. 

He said: “At Latymer a display board was 
crammed with postcard-sized tributes from his 
crews. I cannot hope to tell you what was in each 
one, but certain phrases recurred about ‘Hilly’, as 
he was known, such as ‘kind’, ‘patient’, ‘true 
gentleman’, ‘made my rowing fun’ and ‘always 
up for a laugh’. 

“Here at London he coached the initial and sub¬ 
sequent learn to row courses, and as these gradu¬ 
ates moved up into the development squad, he 
took them on as well. 

“Comments from those echo those from 
Latymer - kind, patient, infectious enthusiasm, 
dedication, funny. And from Thames Ladies - in¬ 
stantly likeable, generous and keen to help them 
go faster. 

“It was perhaps this empathy between coach 
and crew that shines through - he was with you 
in the boat through all your tribulations.” 

Annamarie Phelps added: “Michael was a 
hugely popular figure among the rowing commu¬ 
nity along the Tideway and his enthusiasm for 
coaching always shone through. 

“On behalf of British Rowing, our condolences 
are with Michael’s family, the school and clubs 
at this sad time. He is much missed.”

the national curriculum under local authority 
governance. 

The Bridge AP Academy, in Finlay Street, al¬ 
ready teaches pupils aged 11 to 16, but the new 
plans will create a free school for 16 to 19-year- 
olds. 

The school will teach the International Bac¬ 
calaureate Diploma to up to 50 previously ex¬ 
cluded students who have the ability to go to 
university. 

Rigorous mentoring programme 

Due to open in September 2016, subject to 
final approval by the secretary of state for edu¬ 
cation, the school will provide a “rigorous men¬ 
toring programme” to help students reach their 
potential. 

Executive headteacher Seamus Oates said: “It 
is fantastic news that we are finally able to re¬ 
alise our long-term goal of providing a sup¬ 
ported route into university for our more 
academically able young people who have had 


a troubled or disrupted educational experience.” 

Across the borough, the Burlington Danes 
Academy will open a two-form entry primary 
school on its existing 10-acre site, catering for 
children aged four and above. 

The building will accommodate a total of 420 
primary and 30 nursery students, and has been 
designed with its own outdoor recreation area. 

Principal Michael Ribton said the new school 
would also benefit from being part of an already 
established academy, with facilities including a 
performing arts theatre and a 3G sports pitch. 

He said: “I am really excited that we will open 
a primary school, enabling Burlington Danes to 
offer an all-through education, developing really 
strong relationships with each individual child - 
from reception through to sixth form.” 

Councillor Sue Macmillan, Hammersmith and 
Fulham Council’s cabinet member for children 
and education, added: “We are delighted to see 
these two highly successful schools expand. It 
is great news for children and parents in our bor¬ 
ough. 

“We are determined that young people in 
Hammersmith and Fulham have the best possi¬ 
ble starts to their lives, and the expansion of 
these two schools will help achieve that.” 



SPORTING history will be 
made in Fulham this summer, 
with Hurlingham Park set to 
host its first England interna¬ 
tional polo match for more than 
50 years. 

The fixture will launch the 
eighth annual Polo in the Park 
event, taking place over three 
days in June. 

With simplified rules and a 
smaller playing field, the event 
has brought polo to a brand 
new audience and has now es¬ 
tablished itself at the heart of 
London’s sporting calendar. 

Rory Heron, the event’s man¬ 
aging director, said staging an 


England international match at 
the sport’s “spiritual home” 
would put Polo in the Park on 
a par with the world’s leading 
polo events. 

He said: “We have been 
working hard on having an 
England international for a 
long time and I am so thrilled 
that we have finally managed 
to achieve it. 

“It is fantastic to give so 
many people the chance to 
watch world-class polo right on 
their doorstep.” 

Polo was last played at 
Hurlingham Park in 1939, be¬ 
fore the pitches were used as 


army quarters and allotments 
during the Second World War. 

England international George 
Meyrick added: “Polo in the 
Park has become one of my 
favourite tournaments. Playing 
at Hurlingham Park - the orig¬ 
inal home of polo - is an utter 
privilege for any player, and 
the opportunity to play in an in¬ 
ternational there is just im¬ 
mense. It will be a great 
moment in the sport’s history.” 

An announcement of which 
team England will face in the 
fixture is due to be announced 
later in the spring.

Missing woman found 

A 66-YEAR-OLD woman who went missing 
in Hammersmith last weekend has been 
found safe and well by police. 

Vida Kent was found on Tuesday (March 
10th) after going missing for two days. 

She was last seen on Turneville Road on Sun¬ 
day and police had been increasingly con¬ 
cerned for her welfare, as she suffers from 
Alzheimer’s. 

But the Met confirmed that she had been 
found safe on Tuesday afternoon. A 
spokesman thanked the public for their sup¬ 
port during a social media campaign. 
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Rogue landlord sentenced to six months in jail 


A FULHAM landlord who illegally 
evicted tenants after they complained 
about bad smells and a fire hazard has 
been given a six-month prison sentence 
and ordered to pay more than £10,000 in 
costs and compensation. 

Kathryn Dow, 56, was sentenced at City of Lon¬ 
don Magistrates’ Court, after she wrongfully evicted 
two tenants from the top floor of her home in Nov- 
ello Street. 

The lodgers paid a large deposit for a 19-month 
tenancy in January 2013, but were forced out of the 


room when they noticed a foul smell in the hallway, 
which they suspected to be a dead animal under the 
floorboards. 

The court was told that Ms Dow had refused to in¬ 
vestigate the smell and also failed to act on the ten¬ 
ants’ request for a large cabinet, which was causing 
a fire hazard, to be moved. 

Housing officers from Hammersmith and Fulham 
Council were called to the property and issued Ms 
Dow with a letter giving her a week to take action. 

After cancelling two further meetings with council 
officers, she then removed the tenants’ belongings, 
changed the locks and booked them into a hotel, 
claiming there had been a carbon monoxide leak. 


The court was told that subsequent investigations 
had found no leak and that the tenants’ property had 
been booked into a self-storage facility before the 
date of the claimed leak. 

Within two days, new tenants had moved into the 
property but left a fortnight later, complaining of a 
strong smell of mould and unsanitary conditions. 

Council housing officers pursued the original ten¬ 
ants’ claim for a wrongful eviction and secured a 
prosecution last month. 

Councillor Lisa Homan, the council’s cabinet 
member for housing, said officers would continue 
to defend tenants and come down hard on criminal 
landlords. 


She said: “Rogue landlords cannot mistreat resi¬ 
dents in this manner, and this prosecution shows the 
council’s determination to ensure that private ten¬ 
ants in the borough are treated fairly.” 

Ms Dow denied illegally evicting the tenants but 
was found guilty at the hearing on February 13 th 
and given a six-month sentence suspended for two 
years. She was also ordered to pay £10,794 in costs 
and compensation. 

In a separate civil claim against Ms Dow, one of 
the original tenants was awarded £13,970 in dam¬ 
ages towards their lost deposits, interest and court 
costs. 


‘Passports’ to benefit dementia patients 


A NEW visiting system is being launched 
at hospitals in Hammersmith and Fulham, 
designed to give carers better access to de¬ 
mentia patients. 

Nurses at the Imperial College NHS Trust, which 
runs the Hammersmith and Charing Cross hospitals, 
have introduced a ‘carer’s passport’ scheme to enable 
carers to see dementia patients outside normal visit¬ 
ing hours. 

The passports, which were developed by clinical 
specialists Bethany Cotton and Marcelle Tauber, are 
now available to the carers of patients admitted to any 
of the Trust’s hospitals. 

Jo James, dementia lead at the Imperial Trust, said: 
“Patients who have dementia or are vulnerable often 
rely on their carers to help guide them through every¬ 
day life experiences, including time spent in hospi¬ 
tal. 

“However, traditional hospital visiting times do not

enable carers to fulfil this important role. 

“As a Trust, we have always been innovators, and 
the carer’s passports are a simple way to ensure that 
carers can work in partnership with our hospitals and 
improve the experience of our most vulnerable pa¬ 
tients.” 

The initiative has been developed with the support 
of John’s Campaign, a group which aims to facilitate 
greater access to patients while they are in hospital. 

The campaign was founded following the death of 
Dr John Gerrard in November last year, after being 
diagnosed with Alzheimer’s. 

His condition severely declined during his time in 
hospital receiving treatment for leg ulcers, when fam¬ 
ily visits were restricted due to an outbreak of infec¬ 
tion. 

The campaign says: “People with dementia are con¬ 
fused and frightened people, and a stay in hospital 
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can be unnerving for anyone at any age. 

“The only way to live well with dementia is to put 
your trust in someone else - a family member, a 
friend, a neighbour, a known carer. Those are the peo¬ 
ple who can reassure you if you are admitted to hos¬ 
pital. 

“It’s no good a nurse telling you that the person you 
love and tmst was here at visiting time this afternoon 
and will probably come again tomorrow because, 
with dementia, you forget. The feeling of abandon¬ 


ment is a terrible thing. 

“Carers of people with dementia must have freedom 
to be with them whenever they are most needed, not 
to an imposed timetable.” 

Alongside the passport scheme, the Tmst’s demen¬ 
tia team has been working to ensure its hospitals are 
‘dementia friendly’. 

Staff have received specialist training and a weekly 
carers’ clinic has opened to provide drop-in sessions 
for relatives and friends of patients.

Beware conmen posing as trading standards officers 


RESIDENTS are being warned to 
be wary of conmen posing as trad¬ 
ing standards officers. 

Under the guise of trading stan¬ 
dards officers, con artists have 
been calling at people’s homes 
and telling them they are owed 
money in connection with work 
carried out by the property’s pre¬ 
vious owners. 

Victims are typically told they 


will need to pay for court costs 
and admin fees, often in relation 
to thermal wall covering, that they 
will get back at a later date. 

A spate of incidents across the 
capital and in Surrey have already 
cost victims around £170,000. 

Residents are advised that trad¬ 
ing standards officers never cold- 
call or demand fees. 

A spokesman for Hammersmith 


and Fulham Council said: “If any¬ 
one calls at your property claim¬ 
ing to be from trading standards, 
they will have identification and 
will not be asking for money. 

If you believe they are fraud¬ 
sters, close the door and report 
them to the police on 101, or call 
the trading standards team on 020 
8753 1081.” 
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Tories select Lady Borwick 
to fight for Rifkind’s seat 


THE fight to be Kensington’s new MP is al¬ 
ready on, eight weeks ahead of the General 
Election, with the new Conservative candi¬ 
date hitting the streets within just 12 hours 
of getting selected. 

Kensington’s new Conservative candidate Victoria 
Borwick is to fight for the seat at the General Election 
by opposing the mansion tax - but so too is the Labour 
candidate. 

Lady Borwick (pictured), who on Friday night won 
the local Tory tussle to replace Sir Malcolm Rifkind as 
the Party’s candidate at the election on May 7th, started 
her campaign immediately on being selected - and she 
says residents can expect to find her knocking on their 
doors this week. 

“I will be on your doorstep from tomorrow,” said 
Lady Borwick, the candidate dubbed “the ultimate 
local” who began her campaign on early Saturday 
morning by getting out among voters at Portobello 
Market. 

“It is a great privilege to be selected to represent the 
Conservatives in Kensington, the place I have called 
home all my life”. 

She added: “I look forward to the campaign ahead, 
it’s an opportunity to fight for Kensington and to stop 
the Labour Party and their pernicious plans for a new 
tax on the family home”. 

However, the election campaign in Kensington could 
become confusing - because the Labour candidate, Dr 
Rod Abouharb, is to fight on the same anti-mansion 
tax ticket too. 

The Kensington Labour group is one of the break¬ 
away groups who are defying the Party line on Shadow 
Chancellor Ed Balls’ proposed mansion tax.

A senior Labour insider in Kensington told this 
newspaper: “We will be fighting on the anti-mansion 
tax line too. We feel that the tax would not be fair on 
those residents of the royal borough who are prop¬ 
erty-rich but cash-poor. It’s not the Party line and we 
have already been told off because of our stand on 
this.” 

Although Kensington is generally reckoned to be a 
safe Tory seat - Sir Malcolm’s majority at the last 
election was 8,616 - Lady Borwick is leaving nothing 
to chance by starting her election drive immediately, 
not least because her Labour rival’s team have already 
knocked on 30,000 doors in the constituency. 

“Victoria’s a good woman but we are going to fight 
her all the way, this election campaign for the Kens¬ 
ington seat will be the most closely-fought in 
decades,” said the local Labour insider. 

Talks with Boris 

The selection of Lady Borwick as the popular “ac¬ 
tual local” candidate, over Tory Central Office 
favourites Shaun Bailey and Charlotte Vere, now 
makes her the most powerful woman in London. 
Since 2002 she has been a senior member of Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea Borough Council, on which she 
represents the Abingdon ward, and since 2012 she has 
been Boris Johnson’s right-hander in her £99,000 post 
as Deputy Mayor of London. 

Lady Borwick, who has been married to hereditary 
peer Baron Borwick since 1981, is understood to be 
planning talks with Boris Johnson this week to dis¬ 
cuss whether to stand down as Deputy Mayor in order 


to concentrate on her Parliamentary campaign. 

However, a new addition to her Wikipedia page at 
the weekend hinted that she may continue to sit on 
the London Assembly if she is elected to Parliament 
- just like Mayor Johnson, who is in the running to 
become MP for Uxbridge and who has also indicated 
that he will work out his GLA term. 

“It was reported following her selection that she in¬ 
tends to serve out the remaining twelve months of her 
term as an Assembly member if she is elected to Par¬ 
liament” stated the entry which was added to her Wiki 
page, 

Boris Johnson has hailed Lady Borwick as the ideal 
woman politician. She is a member of the GLA’s 
Transport and Police and Crime committees and has 
campaigned against alcohol abuse and fuel poverty 
and for improved dementia and mental health under¬ 
standing, better breast cancer screening and for chil¬ 
dren to combat obesity threats by becoming more 
active. 

She has also recently authored a damning report on 
the capital’s treatment of disabled and is now fighting 
for greater controls on ‘legal high’ drugs. 

“Victoria is a great asset to my team,” said Mayor 
Johnson, “She is a role model for women in politics 
and she has a wonderful empathy that people respond 
to”. 

Lady Borwick says the problem with legal highs 
has now become “a crisis”. She has now steered the 
Mayor to examine way to battle the drugs that have 
caused more than 60 recent deaths in the UK 

“There is simply not enough awareness that these 
substances, far from being safe, have the potential to 
be lethal, either in the short or long term. There is a 


mistaken view that because they are legal, they are 
safe,” said Lady Borwick. 

“As an elected Member on the GLA, I have re¬ 
ceived many letters from Town Halls alerting me to 
the prominence of the problem. Often on a Sunday, 
residents wake to the distressing sight of streets lined 
with needles and other drug-taking paraphernalia. 

“So I recently raised this important issue with my 
fellow Assembly Members and in Mayor’s Question 
Time.I am very pleased that Boris, has agreed that we 
should take this issue very seriously and I welcome 
his co-operation towards defeating this new plague 
of our times.” 

Lady Borwick’s selection has been welcomed by 
Kensington Conservatives on their local blogs. 

One resident posted: “Our soon-to-be ex-Cllr Bor¬ 
wick will be a great representative for Kensington in 
Westminster. A very different future is in front of us.” 

Another wrote: “For Conservative Associations up 
and down the United Kingdom this selection is a case 
study of localism and how to shake the centralist ten¬ 
dencies of Conservative HQ. Kensington now has 
‘the ultimate local’ as its next Member of Parliament. 
This is a wake up call for Central Office.” 

Following Lady Borwick’s immediate campaigning 
on Saturday, another blogger wrote: “Earlier today, 
in a move that augurs well for the future, a well-rested 
and cheerful Ms Borwick engaged locals in a charm 
offensive in Portortobello Market. Surrounded by a 
motley crew of blue balloon waving supporters and 
escorted by a very slightly nervous RBKC Leader, 
she was in her element. A great and welcome change 
in style from that of her aloof predecessor. Overall a 
jolly good show.”

Planners halt building work 


WORK that began on a site on 37-39 
Abingdon Road, W8, before an agreed plan 
to manage construction traffic had been ap¬ 
proved has been ordered to stop by Royal 
Borough planners. 

Planning permission was granted in 2013 to demol¬ 
ish the existing buildings and the construction of two 
four-storey properties and a two-storey basement on 
the site. However the planning permission was 
granted subject to a planning condition that a Con¬ 
struction Traffic Management Plan be submitted and 
approved prior to the work beginning. The purpose 
of this condition was to ensure construction traffic 
did not unreasonably impact upon the local area. 

Following reports to the council, planning enforce¬ 
ment department officers visited the site and were as¬ 
tonished to witness that the original property had 
been demolished and diggers were operating on the 
building site. 

Consequently, the officers issued both a Breach of 
Condition Notice and Temporary Stop Notice on the 
developers, Nu Build London Ltd, and the owners, 
Atraxia Developments Ltd on Monday, March 9th. 

The effect of these notices means any further de¬ 


velopment on site will be a criminal offence until a 
Construction Traffic Management Plan has been ap¬ 
proved. Any conviction could lead to a maximum 
penalty of £20,000 in a magistrates court and unlim¬ 
ited if heard in a crown court. 

Cllr Timothy Coleridge, Cabinet Member for Plan¬ 
ning Policy, said: “Construction traffic from devel¬ 
opment is one of the biggest issues affecting residents 
in the borough. This is exactly why these planning 
conditions are imposed on both large- scale develop¬ 
ments and basement developments. It is extraordi¬ 
nary that the developers, in this instance, either 
ignored the requirement of the planning condition or 
were negligent in ensuring that the planning condi¬ 
tion had been complied with before works com¬ 
menced. 

“This is why our planning enforcement team have 
not hesitated to issue this Temporary Stop Notice.” 

Temporary Stop Notices are used sparingly by most 
local authorities. However the Royal Borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea has served 12 over the past 
year - specifically in relation to construction traffic 
breaching planning condititions.

Council act after 
asbestos skip find 


OFFICERS from Kensing¬ 
ton & Chelsea Borough 
Council’s Health and Safety 
team acted swiftly to iden¬ 
tify and make safe asbestos 
discovered in a skip in 
Chelsea by a member of the 
public. 

The asbestos panels were spot¬ 
ted in the skip on Cheltenham Ter¬ 
race, close to the junction of 
King’s Road on Wednesday, 
March 4th. Officers visited the site 


and a specialist asbestos analyst 
took samples. 

Measures were then taken to seal 
the skip and make safe the sus¬ 
pected asbestos. Results from 
samples taken confirmed that the 
material was asbestos insulation 
board containing amosite. The 
sealed skip was later removed by 
a hazardous waste company for 
safe disposal. 

It is illegal to dispose of materi¬ 
als that contain asbestos in this 
way and the council has notified 


the HSE which will now carry out 
an investigation into how it was 
placed in the skip. 

Cllr Tim Ahern, Cabinet Mem¬ 
ber for Environmental Health, 
said: “While it is not known how 
asbestos ended up in this skip we 
do know that it should not have 
been there. 

“Thanks to being alerted to a 
possible problem by a concerned 
member of the public, officers 
were able to act quickly to remove 
this hazardous material.”

Farewell to a tremendous 
servant of Royal Borough 


W ITH all the excitement 
about who should be our 
Conservative parliamen¬ 
tary candidate, it has gone largely 
unnoticed that Sir Merrick Cockell 
has announced his departure from 
the council. 

If it was Merrick’s plan to slip quietly out 
the back door, let me now put the kibosh on 
that; he deserves a grateful farewell. 

Merrick Cockell was on the council for just 
shy of 30 years, for 13 of 
them he was actually the 
Leader and a very success¬ 
ful one too, so successful in 
fact that he was soon estab¬ 
lished as one of the key fig¬ 
ures in English local 
government. 

From 2006 to 2010 he was 
chairman of London Coun¬ 
cils, the representative 
body for the capital’s 32 
local authorities. He turned 
this into a much more con¬ 
sensual (and therefore ef¬ 
fective) body than it had been previously. And 
in 2011, he was chosen by other council leaders 
to head up the Local Government Association, 
the national voice for England’s Councils. He 
was knighted for services to local government 
in 2010. But if you aren’t the sort to be im¬ 
pressed by offices and honours, let me give 
you just a brief sample of the many great 
things he did for Kensington and Chelsea. 

It was Merrick who personally led the long 


campaign for a new secondary school in 
Chelsea which, in 2010, delivered the Chelsea 
Academy. The school won the Public Building 
of the Year Award in 2011. 

He was also closely involved in the project 
to rebuild Holland Park School. From the out¬ 
set the council set out to build a school to 
“match the very best in the country” and we 
did just that. The scheme was funded by a pri¬ 
vate land deal so profitable that it also paid 
for two affordable housing schemes and con¬ 
tributed very significantly to the costs of the 
newly opened Kensington Academy. 

Groundbreaking 

And it was Merrick who 
was one of the principal 
architects of our then gen¬ 
uinely groundbreaking 
‘tri-borough’ service shar¬ 
ing arrangement with 
Westminster and Ham¬ 
mersmith & Fulham. 
Today the majority of serv¬ 
ices are shared and it is 
saving the council many 
millions, in fact those sav¬ 
ings are one of the key rea¬ 
sons why our local services are still in good 
shape today, despite five years of austerity 
and a £50 million reduction in our budget. 

There is a lot, lot more I could say about how 
the Royal Borough has benefitted from Sir 
Merrick Cockell’s canniness and hard work 
down the years but sadly, space doesn’t allow. 
So let me instead, on behalf of the entire coun¬ 
cil, take this opportunity to say thank you and 
wish him every success

BLUE skies and sun have been making life in Notting Hill more exceptional 
then ever and soon the best Wisterias in London will be in bloom. For now 
I am enjoying shedding my coat and getting out and about. Best coffee 
at the moment is in Pedlars Cafe on Talbot Road, who uses a new genera¬ 
tion coffee machine which heats up to the perfect temperature before 
water meets bean. The result is excellent lattes. Avocado on rye hits the 
spot, as does the new range of cakes made up the Portobello by a chap 
who sources all his ingredients from the market. My favorite is the lemon 
and poppy seed sponge. Post avocado check out the pencils by asking 
the bearded one behind the counter to talk you through his leaded 
friends. Fascinating and you will never look at a pencil in the same light 
again. 

BOOK in advance to see a film at the Electric, one of the best cinemas in 
London; massive leather seats, footstools, blankets, and a super cool bar. 
Amazingly I got tickets just two days in advance for Still Alice, so the nice 
weather could be freeing up a few seats. If it is sold out I have a great af¬ 
fection for the Gate Cinema and on Notting Hill Gate where there is a lip 
smacking selection of wine, wasabi flavoured snacks, coffee and chocolate. 
Become a member for £55 and you get four free tickets and discount on 
the stuff from the bar and some local shops. 

Still on Entertainment, Notting Hill has two of the best small theatres in 
London.The Print Room which moved into the old Coronet Cinema in the 
Autumn and is doing an amazing job of programming plays and dance 
pieces, at the same time as renovating the building. Inside secrets are; 
there is a bit of the Westbourne River running through the basement and 
an old air raid shelter. Upstairs on the top floor the team has uncovered 
graffiti from the Second World War as well as discovering the penny ticket 
booth from the 1900s. It is a complete labyrinth and if you fancy support¬ 
ing it they will welcome you with open arms. On until April 11th is the 
premier of A Breakfast of Eels by Robert Holman who is a stupendous play¬ 
wright. Over the road is the Gate Theatre, which has has spawned many 
of our theatre greats. Currently playing to the March 21st is The Rise and 
Fall of Comrade Fiasco by Andrew Whaley. After the show nip into the Mal¬ 
abar on Uxbridge Street, which has been a local favourite since it opened 
in 1983. It specialises in Southern Indian food so everything is light and 
delicious. Best seats are in the window but you need to book. 

EASTER is round the corner and Melt a local chocolate maker now has 
two stores, one on Ledbury Road and one on Clarendon Road. Here you 
can join a chocolate workshop (£55 for adults and £38 for children) where 
you make your own chocs as well as getting slightly covered in the brown 
stuff. Otherwise pick up some tongs and choose a few of these mouthwa¬ 
tering delights. Anything with sea salt literally brings tears to my eyes..

PORTOBELLO and 
Golborne markets 
could have their own 
animation film to 
even better promote 
their 150th anniver¬ 
sary, if someone will 
sponsor such a proj¬ 
ect. 

Gill Bradley, the ac¬ 
claimed Portobello artist 
who has designed the 
popular logo now being 
used by Markets Man¬ 
agement Committed to 
publicise the anniver¬ 
sary, says she would be 
interested in adapting the 
theme for an animation. 

Although Gill is well- 
known as a portraitist, il¬ 
lustrator and graphic 
designer, it is her work 
as an animation designer 
which has brought her 
the biggest clients - in¬ 
cluding Radio Times, 
Debenhams, Carlsberg, 
Channel 4, Schwarzkopf, 
Kate Bush, Grace Jones 
and Tom Jones. 

In this age of YouTube, 
an animation for the 
markets would reach a 
far wider audience. 

“An animation would 
be a possibility but it 
would be time-consum-

ing and it would need a 
sponsor,” said Gill, who 
was inspired to create 
the eye-grabbing logo 
by the old-fashioned 
wrappers at the markets’ 
costermonger stalls. 

“The idea is based on 
the old fruit wrappers 
that oranges always 
used to come in. I 
wanted to depict the 
amazing array of variety 
of the markets.” 

Gill, who lives in the 
middle of the market 
area, was also mindful 
in her wrapper-based 
design to help push the 
dwindling number of 
co stermonger stall s, 
which have fallen from 
50 in the Sixties to just 
eight remaining now, 
because of competition 
from supermarkets. 

Bigging them up 

“I use the markets a lot 
and I always have done 
since first coming to the 
area as a student 30 
years ago. The markets 
are constantly changing 
but some stalls have 
been compromised in a 


way because of the su¬ 
permarkets, which is 
one of the reasons why I 
wanted the logo to give 
the feeling of bigging 
them up.” 

Gill’s multi-aspect 
logo will be used 
throughout the year by 
the markets manage¬ 
ment committee to pro¬ 
mote different monthly 
themes which relate to 
the diversity of what’s 
on sale - this month the 
theme is books, April 
will be music, Septem¬ 
ber will be fashion and 
antiques in November. 

The logo will appear 
on banners and calico 
shopping bags on sale

“There’s so many 
things that we could do 
with it, that’s why I like 
the idea and I believe

From farmer’s field to vibrant 
city village and cultural hub 


• HISTORIAN TOM VAGUE RECALLS WESTWAY OPENING 


FORTY-FIVE years ago, on July 28 1970 
the Westway (A 40 M Western Avenue Ex¬ 
tension flyover between Shepherd’s Bush 
and Paddington) was opened by Michael 
Heseltine, the new parliamentary secretary 
to the Transport Minister. 

Simultaneously, in a local protest, a banner was un¬ 
furled on Acklam Road, looking onto the flyover, de¬ 
manding ‘Get us out of this hell. Re-house us now.’ In 
2015 the Westway Trust are proposing to redevelop 
the Acklam and Portobello Road junction/Portobello 
Green area as the Portobello Village market and local 
culture hub. 

In 1865 the Portobello farmhouse was across the 
field to the north, but within a few years this area had 
become the streets of the Golborne ward. Acklam 
Road was built alongside the railway line in the late 
1860s and largely demolished a 100 years later to 
make way for the Westway. The old street featured the 
Duke of Sussex pub on the comer of Portobello Road, 
the site of which is currently occupied by the entrance 
to the Acklam Village farmers market. Acklam Road 
took its name from the Acklam village, now part of 
Middlesborough, which is close to the Yorkshire coun¬ 
try seat of the North Kensington developer Colonel St 
Quintin. 

Post-Westway, Acklam Road has hosted adventure 
playgrounds, Hawkwind gigs, carnivals, riots, and 


graffiti innovations from hippy slogans through hip- 
hop to Bansky. Most famously, the Acklam/Portobello 
junction appears on The Clash album sleeve during 
the 1976 carnival; and the following year Bob Marley 
was at the sound-system on the corner. Recently 
there’s been the Portobello Film Festival at the Pop- 
Up cinema and Steve Mepsted’s 1970 street photo 
blow-ups in the Bay 58 bar. Around the Westway 
curve to Westbourne Park, the Acklam Hall commu¬ 
nity centre youth club has become Mode nightclub, 
after incarnations as Bay 63, Subterania, Neighbour¬ 
hood and Supperclub; then there’s the skateboard 
park, Westbourne Studios arts centre and the Muslim 
Cultural Heritage Centre. 

Dig the vibrations 

After the south side of Acklam Road was demol¬ 
ished in 1966 the cleared strip hosted the London Free 
School adventure playground and a Gustav Metzger 
auto-destructive art performance. Emily Young (of 
Pink Floyd’s ‘See Emily Play’ fame) has recalled the 
site as “the dark side of the moon.” Through the 70s 
the wall alongside the train line beneath the Westway 
was ordained with graffiti credited to the Situationist 
King Mob group that read: “Same thing day after day 
- tube - work...” In 1968 the Notting Hill Interzone 
issue of International Times proclaimed: “If the spans 
are given over to the community, the possibilities for 
further creative extensions to the children’s adventure 
playground are total... dig the vibrations in and around

Creating the Portobello Village 


THE Mayor of London, Boris Johnson earlier 
this year announced that Westway Trust in 
partnership with the Royal Borough of Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea, had been successful in a 
joint High Street Fund bid and awarded 
£125,000 to support their vision for Portobello 
Village. 

The fund will support the first phase of the 
Portobello Village development, which will in¬ 
clude the design and installation of a series of 
short, medium and longer term ‘pop-up’ inter¬ 
ventions in and around Thorpe Close, a cur¬ 
rently underutilised connection between 
Ladbroke Grove and Portobello Road”. 

Angela McConville, chief executive com¬ 
menting on the award, said: “ This is a once- 
in-a-generation opportunity to reinvigorate 
this great part of London. 

“The High Street Fund will allow us to ani¬ 


mate the area through pop up retail, enter¬ 
prise, culture and events, ahead of our planned 
Village development. We want to signal to the 
community that positive change is coming and 
that it will benefit the local economy and the 
quality of life for local people.” 

The Mayor’s High Street Fund will be match 
funded by Westway Trust and the Royal Bor¬ 
ough of Kensington and Chelsea, providing a 
total of £250,000 towards the project. 

The longer term Portobello Village develop¬ 
ment will deliver destination artisan retail, 
food and beverage, residential homes, events 
and performance space, improved markets, 
gallery space, creative industries and maker- 
space outlets, as well as significant improve¬ 
ments to the parks and public realm in the 
area. 


Notting Hill... and especially in the village around Por¬ 
tobello Road.” 

On the gatefold sleeve of Hawkwind’s 1971 album 
“X In Search of Space”, the group are pictured playing 
one of their free gigs under the Westway. In 1973 the 
Caribbean Notting Hill Carnival was founded at 3 
Acklam Road by Leslie Palmer, under the administra¬ 
tion of Anthony Perry, the first director of the Westway 
Trust (originally known as North Kensington Amenity 
Trust), as the organisation was set up to develop the 
23 acres under the flyover for the benefit of the local 
community. In a 70s guidebook ‘The Portobello Vil¬ 
lage’ the area was described as the “alternative mar¬ 
ket” of “reggae music, soul food, underground 
newspapers, wholewheat bread, Bedouin dresses, art 
deco objects, natural shoes, herbal medicines, a free 
shop, brown rice and a gypsy fortune teller”. 

The Portobello Green canopy area was the main car¬ 
nival stage in the 1980s and 90s, trod by everyone 
from Aswad to Jay Z. Acklam Hall (on the site of 
Mode nightclub) opened in 1975 with a benefit gig for 
the North Kensington Law Centre by Joe Strummer’s 
101’ers. Of all the groups associated with the area, 
from Pink Floyd to Blur, The Clash best represent 
Ladbroke Grove, North Kensington, with “the Sound 
of the Westway.” 

They first promoted themselves with The Clash graf¬ 
fiti on a stanchion and photo shoots under the flyover. 
In 2007 Mick Jones returned to The Clash LP photo 
location with his Rock’n’Roll Library and the Strum- 
merville studio at 2 Acklam Road. Such local pop cul¬ 
ture history will hopefully be accommodated in the 
Westway Portobello Village.

A S Kensington Palace braces itself 
for an avalanche of presents for the 
new royal baby due next month, ex¬ 
perts have revealed how the Royal Family 
is missing a trick with all of the thousands 
of gifts that it receives each year. 

Experts say the royals should follow the example 
of The Beatles and the Stones and join the booming 
memorabilia market. 

Every since George 
Harrison’s half-eaten 
cheese sandwich was lu¬ 
dicrously sold at Christies 
for around £11,000, deal¬ 
ers have known that there 
is big money to be made 
from sales of items once 
owned, or just touched by, the stars. 

Due to our celebrity culture, fame by association 
- even through a sandwich - is an obsession 
around the world and there is a big market of keen 
collectors for any old tat providing that it was once 
owned by a star. 

Many times every year the big auction houses in 
London and New York hawk this, that or the other 
to the millions who suffer from celebrity worship 
syndrome. 

But, say the experts, the biggest celebrities of all 
are the royals - and they are missing out. 

Last year the Duke and Duchess of Cambridge 
received 715 gifts from dignitaries and the public 
during their royal visits. Prince George alone was 
given 686 presents from well-wishers. 

Looking at the list of baseball caps, shoes, hand-

bags, toys and ornaments which the royals come 
away with on their tours there is no way that, even 
with the most manic jumble sale mentality, they 
could keep them all, or would even want to. 

Who at the palace, for instance, would have 
come back from Malaysia rubbing their hands with 
glee that they had received seven palm floor mats? 
It’s all very well for Michele Obama to give Prince 
George a mini leather fly jacket, which might pos¬ 
sibly come in handy the next time he’s piloting a 
Typhoon jet on the nursery school run, but would 
his conservationist parents really want to keep that 
possum skin cloak that they were given in Aus¬ 
tralia? 

Matching woollen cardigans 

And when saying “Ooo, lovely” to the King and 
Queen of Norway, were Charles and Camilla really 
planning to wear those matching woollen cardi¬ 
gans? What about the portable water filtration unit 
that they also got Down Under, let’s keep it for our 
next picnic in the Highlands? 

The blowpipe that Charles was given when vis¬ 
iting the Amazon might have some appeal to hang 
on a wall and the pure Arab stallion which was a 
gift from the Saudi Arabian royal family would 
certainly be prized and kept, but does William truly 
feel a clinging need for the mosquito traps pre¬ 
sented to him by Canada’s Minister of Health? 
Could Princess Anne find that she could possibly 
live without the live brown bear given to her by 
President Kruschev?

What then about the packet of Quinoa given to 
Charles in Australia or the Oyster Card which 
some bright spark from Transport for London 
thought was a great gift, or the automatic rifle that 
Prince Harry received in Oman? 

Again and again the royals say it, “please don’t 
give us gifts, please make donations to our chari¬ 
ties instead”, but does anybody listen? No they do 
not and still the legs of Parma ham arrive from 
Italy, along with a 
jar of Vegemite 
(Australia), the 
baby’s racing car 
overalls (Oman), 
underwear (New 
Zealand), musket 
(Pakistan) and more 
piles of books than 
could fill the 
Bodleian Library. 

Traditionally the 
royals donate foot- 
stuffs to hospices 
and distribute what 
gifts they can to 
charities, but they are sitting on a goldmine which 
could easily be turned into making a lot of money 
for their charities. 

The thing with memorabilia is that the famous 
owner doesn’t have to have lived with an item for¬ 
ever for it to have a value. The star doesn’t even 
have to have bought it, merely receiving it certi¬ 
fies ownership and there are many people who 
will pay to put on their mantelpiece something 
that was once “owned” by Prince Harry or the 
Princess Royal. Can you imagine the crazy mar¬ 


ket for any of the six pairs of shoes that Kate 
brought back from one well-wisher alone in 
Malaysia? 

Paul McCartney is a good case in point on this. 
In the mid-Sixties, thanks to the huge promotion 
that he was gave to Hofner by playing its violin¬ 
shaped bass, Hofner’s dealers Selmer presented 
Paul with another such bass, with gold pick ups, 
at a Beatles press conference. Paul only touched 
it, he did not play it on stage or use it on any Bea¬ 
tles recordings, he just received it, thanks very 
much, and went off to a gig. The bass was then 
exhibited at various guitar shows and, inevitably, 
“went missing”. It is still out there somewhere, 
with a value to obsessive Beatles collectors of at 
least £500,000. He never played it, but because it 
was technically his, it’s worth half a million quid. 

Considerable market 

“There would be a considerable market for royal 
items at auction,” said a spokesman for Tracks, 
Britain’s biggest rock and roll memorabilia deal¬ 
ers. 

“Internationally the Royal Family is so well fol¬ 
lowed, the demand would be big. And if they set 
up something where all of their surplus gifts were 
sold for charity, they could raise a lot of money. 

“For instance, they recently found in the royal 
vault the MBE that John Lennon returned in his 
famous protest. Can you imagine how much that 
would raise for charity at auction?” 

Meanwhile, pity William and Kate as they pre¬ 
pare for the huge parcel post that will be prompted 
by the birth of their baby. Since Prince George 
was born he has received more than 4,000 gifts 
from people in 48 countries. The number of pres¬ 
ents for the new baby could easily top that.

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China to increase efforts to protect elephants 


Prince William gets his message across

M UCH flak has been aimed at 
Prince William after his well-in¬ 
tentioned visit to a Chinese wild 
elephant rescue park was clouded by the 
fact that it neighboured another park where 
other elephants are cajoled to dance for 
tourists. 

Conservationists howled at the “PR blunder” and 
poor William, a passionate and committed conser¬ 
vationist himself, was left with egg on his face as 
headlines reported the visit around the world. 

But not enough examination has been made of 
the prince being left to carry the can. If bungling 
it be, the bunglers are not at the Palace on this oc¬ 
casion, they are at the Foreign Office and, in par¬ 
ticular, at the British Embassy in Beijing. But was 
it bungling, or genius? 

Great, successful and privileged men employ ad¬ 
visers to advise, accurately. They do not recon¬ 
noitre their own trips anymore than they make 
their own tea. 

So therefore Prince William’s visit to China, es¬ 
pecially as it was the first royal visit there in years, 
should have been recce’d at every step in advance

phant Valley and, as they have different sensitiv¬ 
ities to us on the treatment of animals, evidently 
thought it was no big deal. 

So, how did it go wrong? Or, to be Machiavel¬ 
lian, did it actually go wrong at all? 

Either the British Embassy in Beijing - which 
boasts on its website, “we are one of Britain’s 
largest overseas embassies” and so presumably 
has the staff to check these things - did not thor¬ 
oughly check the prince’s touring route. 

Or the Embassy did check the route, noted the 
potential embarrassment of the proximity of Nel¬ 
lie The Twerker, but did not mention it. 

Or the Embassy did mention it in their briefing 
to the Palace, where the warning was ignored. 

Or, Prince W illi am is a PR genius. For it could 
be argued that William was briefed, he realised 
the media pitfalls of the situation but worked out 
that if he played along and took the obviously- 
consequent press flak on the chin, that the world¬ 
wide reports of the incident might so embarrass 
a China clearly making the effort to improve its 
animal care status that the authorities would close 
the tourist circus and, therefore, the elephants 
would win. 

It’s all smoke and mirrors and no doubt offi¬ 
cially we will never know. But I bet a quid that 
the circus at Elephant Valley has to pack its trunk 
pretty soon.

by the Embassy, including Wild Elephant Valley 
and its sideshow, Strictly Come Tusking. 

His security team would have done so, they 
would not have just left William to wander 
through an itinerary that had not been thoroughly 
checked in person by members of the Royal Pro¬ 
tection Squad, Lord knows what potential risks 
there could be in a slap dash approach to do oth¬ 
erwise.

- the Embassy of the 
People’s Republic of 
China in London 
stressed the point in its 
report of William’s ar¬ 
rival on its website: 

“President Xi Jinping briefed his guest on 
China’s policy and efforts in protecting elephants 
and other wildlife, and he indicated China’s 
readiness to strengthen international co-opera¬ 
tion. The Duke of Cambridge expressed great ap¬ 
preciation for China’s efforts and hoped to see 
China becoming a leader in wildlife protection”, 
it read. 

President Xi is not a fool, he’s not going to 
make pledges like that and then pack off William 
to a PR trap at the Dumbo disco. The Chinese au¬ 
thorities clearly knew about the dancing at Ele-

Rock stars pull out all the 
for Teenage Cancer Trust 

T HERE cannot be many things more terrify¬ 
ing than to hear that your child has cancer. 

As a father of four, just imagining it brings 
fear to my soul and an urgent prayer inside that 
there but for the grace of God.... 

As The Who’s singer Roger Daltrey says: “I al¬ 
ways feel sorry for the parents, you really do get to 
know the terror in their eyes; it’s one of the things 
you never forget.” 

Next week, Daltrey and a band of heroes return 
to the Royal Albert Hall for the annual concerts for 
the Teenage Cancer Trust, the 15th year of what has 
become one of the greatest triumphs in rock and 
roll’s fine history of giving. 

From March 23rd to 27th the Albert Hall will host 
a week of what will be completely sold-out shows 
as The Who, Noel Gallagher’s High Flying Birds, 

Wilko Johnson, Johnny Marr, Van Morrison, The 
Stereophonies and comedian Kevin Bridges pres¬ 
ent a season of gigs that are among the most key in 
the entire music calendar. 

Next week’s shows will add to those already per¬ 
formed by many of the above together with Paul 
McCartney, Ronnie Wood, Chris Martin, The Spe¬ 
cials, The Arctic Monkeys, One Direction, Jessie J, 

Florence And The Machine, Duffy, Duran Duran 
and many other big name artists who in the years 
since the TCT concerts began have raised more 
than £20 million for this essential charity which has 
wonderfully changed the way that we care for 
teenagers in our hospitals. 

Before TCT, few thought that teenage cancer pa¬ 
tients were not comfortable, didn’t fit in, in wards 
that were either specifically built for children or for 
adults.

“They were overlooked,” said Daltrey, the TCT 
patron and the driving force behind the concerts. 
You have to ask the question, ‘Why do you feel it 
is right to have a teddy bear for a child, but you’ve 
got nothing that makes a teenager happy in hospi¬ 
tal?’ 

“Hospitals were lacking areas where a teenager 
could feel psychologically comfortable, with other 
teenagers for company and the healing that comes 
from social interaction.” 

When Daltrey began to campaign to improve that 
by arguing for and then funding the building of 
teenager-specific cancer wards, the aim was to have 
them in every principal treatment centre in the UK. 

There are 30 such treatment centres and at the 
outset of the TCT concerts Daltrey said that his 
hope was to get tailored teenager wards in 20 of 
them. 

But TCT has funded 28 such wards and the 29th 
and 30th are now being built. It is a quite remark¬ 
able achievement. 

“Teenagers are not children and they are not 
adults. And when they get cancer, they get some of 
the rarest type, the most aggressive. Because they 
are growing up so fast they also suffer the most 
from late diagnosis,” said Daltrey. 

By building wards that are teenager-friendly, 
where young people aged 13 to 24 can fit in, this 
provides this psychological support and empathy 
that is as essential as besides the medicine and 
treatment. 

“The quality of life is important,” said Daltrey. 

“When you’re going through it, especially for this 
age group, they’ve got educational problems, 
they’re in the middle of their exams, their whole 
future has kind of been taken away from them; it’s 
enormous pressure. 

“We just try and make the hospital, which can be 
a lonely place, into somewhere friendly where they 
can mix with other teenagers and share the bur¬ 
den.” 

The idea for the Teenage Cancer Trust, which

then inspired the concerts, came in 1990 from 
West End doctor Adrian Whiteson and his wife 
Myrna. Dr Whiteson, who fortuitously was Dal- 
trey’s GP, had the vision to see what few had re¬ 
alised before him. 

As he told the late David Frost way back in 
2002: “Teenagers if they're small will finish up, 
unless they're in one of our units, with babies; the 
older ones finish up with older people, older 
teenagers with geriatrics - it doesn't work, 
teenagers are a separate entity, they need to be 
well looked after in their own positive environ¬ 
ment. 

“It's unfair to say a 14-year-old has to be in with 
a three-year-old, it doesn't work. Three-year-olds 
go to bed at five, wake up at five in the morning, 
my teenage children used to go to bed at 5am and 
wake up at 5pm. 

“Older teenagers do not want geriatrics around, 
they want to be surrounded by their friends. Older 
people want to literally just curl up at times and 
die, they've lived their lives. 

“Teenagers have got everything in front of them, 
we have to put them in a positive environment, 
give them everything they need, surrounded by 
people of their own age and treated by people who 
know what they're doing.” 

Every day, seven young people are diagnosed 
with cancer. TCT says for every young person that 
they can help, there’s another one whom they 
can’t. 

And so the concerts and the fund-raising must 
go on; TCT has now set itself a target of raising 
£80 million so that it can ensure that every 
teenage cancer ward in the UK has the facilities, 
the nurses, youth workers and out-reach centres 


I am always struck by their enthusiasm, posi¬ 
tivism and their lust for life.” 

Thanks to the campaigning of Roger Daltrey 
and his rock peers, the model of Teenage Cancer 
Trust is now inspiring the building of other 
teenager-specific centres, at UCLA and Yale in 
the USA, and in other countries. It was while in 
America, after a Who show, that Daltrey got his 
own payback for his inspirational work. 

“The best thing to happen to me was going back 
to my dressing room and standing in front of me 
with a beautiful smile on her face was Ally New¬ 
man, who I’d last seen in isolation at UCLA, re¬ 
ally going through the wars then. 

“But now here she was, her hair growing back, 
looking radiant, and graduating the next day. Pres¬ 
ents don’t come better than that.”

And so next week and for many years yet, rock 
stars will assemble at the Albert Hall to help this, 
the only charity in the UK dedicated to supporting 
teenagers and young people with cancer. And in 
part they do it to honour their courage, because 
they are brave, these young people, very brave. 

“Over the years I have met many young people 
with cancer and I believe that they shouldn’t have 
to stop being teenagers just because they have this 
disease,” said Daltrey. 

“They have helped me to understand that they 
are young people first, cancer victims second, and

Cooking first, TV second 

D ON'T get James Martin started on the num¬ 
ber of chefs on TV at the moment. 

Yes, he may be a chef, and yes he may be on telly 
a fair bit, but he's also rather fed up with seeing 
members of his profession clambering for their 
close-ups. 

"Fundamentally, I'm doing something I love," 
said the Malton-born 42-year-old. 

"I never wanted to be on television and I didn't go 
into this industry to be on television. Unfortunately 
now, when you speak to most younger chefs, well, 
they just want to be on TV. It's shouldn’t be about 
that." 

While the statement seems to contradict Martin's 
own TV engagements, including Saturday Kitchen 
and the second series of Home Comforts, filmed at 
his home and based on his new book of the same 
name, he insists his career is built on a rocksteady 
love of food. 

"The industry is so important to me first, and the 
TV is secondary," he adds. 

"I just so happen to be doing this because I was 
told I was good at it, and that's why the phone kept 
ringing. I'd be quite happy if the filming stopped. 

I'd go back to my restaurant." 

But it doesn't sound like the chatty chef is in a 
rush to leave the small screen soon. 

Having taken part in BBC One's Meet The Street, 
where he took famous people back to their home¬ 
towns to tackle loneliness in their area, he is evan¬ 
gelical about the power of telly. 

"I just think TV is such a magical thing, as in it 
can change people's lives and make you cry or 
make you happy," explains Martin, who also hosted 
BBC One's Operation Hospital Food, which saw 
him working to improve meals served up in wards. 

"It's an amazing thing, really. The more I do it, 
the more I enjoy it. I've been doing it for 20 years 
now and it's just the best job in the world... but then 
I always want my other job." 

And it's his "other job" - writing recipes (espe¬ 
cially ones which cater for people who live "north 
of Watford" and include ingredients everyone 
should be able to track down easily), or working at 
his Manchester restaurant - that really gets him 
buzzing. 

"I go back to my kitchen for normality, that's my 
day job," says Martin, who came fourth in the third 
series of Strictly Come Dancing. 

But he loves the chance to "dive in and out", and 
travel the country meeting foodies for work. 

"Meeting people is fascinating," he says. "What¬ 
ever they do, wherever they're from, whatever 

they've got, people are fascinating." ■ JAMES MARTIN: Loves his TV work but food is his first love 



MARK HIX'S RECIPE 
OF THE WEEK 

Buttermilk 
fried chicken with 
garlic mayonnaise 

Serves 4 

16 chicken wing joints, skinned 

1 chicken stock cube dissolved in 500ml hot water 

200ml buttermilk 

Utsp ground cumin 

^tsp chilli powder 

2tsp onion salt 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

lOOg self-raising flour 

Vegetable or corn oil for deep frying 

2-3tbsp good-quality or homemade mayonnaise 

A couple of tablespoons of wild garlic puree 

Pull the thickest part of the chicken wing flesh down the bone, 
and turn it inside out so it looks a bit like a lollipop. Place in a 
saucepan, cover with the stock, bring to the boil and simmer for 
6-7 minutes, then remove from the heat and leave to cool in the 
stock. Once cool, remove the wings and put them in a container 
with the buttermilk and half of the spices, season and leave to 
sit in the buttermilk for an hour. Mix. 

Preheat about 8cm of oil to 160-180C in a large, thick-bot¬ 
tomed saucepan or electric deep-fat fryer. Remove the chicken 
from the buttermilk, sea¬ 
son the flour and mix 
with the rest of the 
spices, then pass the 
chicken through the 
flour, shaking off any ex¬ 
cess, then dip in the but¬ 
termilk and finally back 
through the flour. 

Deep-fry the chicken in 
two batches, moving the 
pieces around with a per¬ 
forated spoon as they are 
cooking, for 3-4 minutes, 
until light-golden; then 
transfer to some kitchen 
paper. Mix the mayon¬ 
naise and puree together, 
and serve alongside the 
chicken.

So far it has given £5 
milli on in grants to 120 projects across the coun¬ 
try, directly benefitting 100,000 people. 

Projects range from apprenticeships for bud¬ 
ding hill farmers, training for young people to 
gain employment in the rural economy, commu¬ 
nity transport schemes in isolated rural areas and 
projects to educate school children about where 
their food comes from and why the countryside 
matters.

Ahead of the big event, Hampshire-based pa¬ 
tron of The Prince’s Countryside Fund and 
much-loved celebrity gardener and novelist Alan 
Titchmarsh has appealed for families to join him 
at Ascot and support the charity’s vital work.

Mr Titchmarsh first met Prince Charles in 2010 
and, although he does not presume to call the heir 
to the throne “a friend”, since that encounter the 
pair have become close acquaintances. 

He continued: “The Prince has a heart of gold 
and I have enormous respect and a great fondness 
for him. I’ve lost count of the amount of times 
I’ve met his now and I’m sure he’s fed up at the 
sight of me! 

“He takes a lot of flack and it often seems he’s 
damned if he does and damned if he doesn’t.

“People sit up and take notice when he speaks 
and it’s not just lip service.

“The government needs to be more sympathetic 
towards country-dwellers and country-life,” he 
said. “Ninety per cent of the UK is green space 
and metropolitan life feeds of the countryside, 
both spiritually and physically. 

“We forget that the beautiful landscape in this 
country doesn’t look as it does by chance. There 
is not a square metre of the British Isles that is 
not managed in some way by incredibly skilful 
people who willing and able to do so. 

Nature never stands still 

“Sustainability is the key. The landscape 
changes and nature never stands still, but it is im¬ 
portant we face up to change and ensure it is not 
for the worst. 

“That includes building houses on brownfield 
sites with a history of development before we 
spread to green fields and we must also stop 
building on flood meadows and ensure every 
large development is well situated close to ameni¬ 
ties.” 

Politics aside, Mr Titchmarsh also believes 
everyday people can make a difference by taking 
stock of the “remarkably diverse” environment 
all around them and supporting initiatives such as 
The Prince’s Countryside Fund. 

“People should support this because the coun¬ 
tryside is theirs,” he added in a final plug for the 
Ascot race-day. “Everyone should feel a sense of 
ownership and we can all feel better for getting 
out and enjoying the great outdoors. 

“There is no finer place to live than Britain and 
we should reinforce the fact we are incredibly 
lucky in this country by getting out there and 
making the most of it.”

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ERE’S the bad news 
for the thousands of 
commuters who hear 
her every day - the South 
Bank is soon to lose its 
favourite singer. 

The good news is that Emily 
Lee, one of the most popular 
buskers in the capital, is mov¬ 
ing on up; with her own 
record coming, key concerts 
and an army of fans joining 
the music business profes¬ 
sionals who say she is set for 
stardom. 

After years of struggling to 
make her break from busking 
beneath Waterloo Bridge, the 
28-year-old singer-song- 
writer, who came to London 
Dick Whittington-style, is fi¬ 
nally finding that the streets 
may be paved with gold for 
her at last. 

Emily’s sets in the city, 
unique and poignant ballads 
about the trials and loneliness 
of single girls, have touched a 
pulse with young women who have found a new 
voice in her superb sad songs, and she’s gone 
from playing for pennies near the London Eye 
to a following of almost 70,000 fans on social 
media. 

Her Facebook fanbase has topped 2,000 and 
66,000 have watched Emily’s series of videos 
on YouTube, where her self-penned songs are 
winning her rave reviews from star-spotters in 
the music business. 

“Emily Lee is totally brilliant,” said David 
Stark, the renowned talent tipster and song pub¬ 
lisher chief of Songlink International. 

“She has one of the best and most natural 
voices that I have heard in years and I am sure 
that she is destined for greatness. Emily is cer¬ 
tainly one to watch out for; her songs are excel¬ 
lent, there’s nobody quite like her out there and 
she’s going to be big.” 

Organisers of the acclaimed West London 
music festival The Han well Hootie think so too; 
they’ve booked Emily as a headliner for the big 
event on March 28th, where she will perform at 
The Fox Marquee and at The Grosvenor. 

But Emily’s coming success will be a loss for 
commuters to whom she’s become a daily fix of 
joy at her busking spot on the South Bank, a 
solitary spot she took to after moving to London 
from Cheltenham to try make her name. 

“I’d always wanted to write but it felt stupid 
before,” said Emily. 

“Sure, I wrote poetry in school and I was really 
good at making things rhyme but I’d never, ever 
written a piece of music. The first song was 
called “Blue”, which is on my upcoming EP, it 
was a poem that I’d written for this guy I was 
seeing. 

“I wanted to read it to him but I ended up play¬ 
ing chords to it. To this day I cannot forget the 
feeling I felt when I finished that song. It was 
like an out of body experience and I knew I 
wanted to do this for the rest of my life. 

“I’ve always loved singing. Most people say 
they forget all their worries and problems when 
they sing but I don’t find that to be true. For me,

being able to channel all those emotions I feel is 
amazing. It is the only platform in the world 
where I can say what I want, and feel utterly 
free. I don’t know where that strength came 
from. 

“I was first given a guitar at the age of 14. Un¬ 
fortunately it was electric and had no amp and I 
figured if I couldn’t be noisy I wasn’t going to 
play it. My mother would never have bought me 
an amp so I abandoned the idea of becoming the 
female equivalent of Steve Vai. Fast-forward 11 
years and I’m sat in front of strangers with a gui¬ 
tar in my arms, an acoustic this time. 

“As for my inspirations, they range from coun¬ 
try to blues, pop to rock and pretty much any¬ 
thing in between. I used to listen to my mum’s 
Tina Turner CD a lot growing up and I’ve still 
never heard a voice like it. She has no inhibi¬ 
tions whatsoever; she just gets up and gives it 
everything. I’m also a huge fan of Little Richard, 
after I discovered his music in my early teens I 
couldn’t stop singing his songs for months. Most 
recently I’ve been listening to Joan Baez, Joni 
Mitchell and Sister Rosetta Tharpe, Florence 
and the Machine and US country singer Nikki 
Lane. 

“In my early years there was Eddie Reader fol¬ 
lowed by the powerful voices Celine Dion, 
Whitney Houston and Christina Aguilera. It 
might be difficult to imagine, but I like to think 
that my style uniquely blends this eclectic mix 
of artists, with my own twist and delivery of 
course. 

Terrified 

“I began going to open mics, my first being the 
Camden Head, I remember drinking whiskey 
after whiskey to combat the nerves I was feeling. 
I had never felt more terrified. What was worse 
was that I had no guitar so I would stumble up 
to the microphone and ask politely whether any¬ 
one was able to lend me a guitar, which I pro¬ 
ceeded to play in a clumsy manner. 

“That didn’t matter. As soon as I sang nothing 
mattered. I just felt untouchable. I still do. 

“So for my 25th birthday I bought myself a 
Taylor guitar that I saved for seven months to 
get. I remember passing the money over and 
feeling so nervous, thinking “Well, I’d better 
learn the thing now! 

“Since moving to London straight from uni¬ 
versity, and having grown up in the leafy sub¬ 
urbs of Cheltenham, I have struggled along the 
way to adjust to life in a huge metropolitan city 
like London. I’ve lived in my fair share of ques¬ 
tionable accommodation across the city, and it 
can be tough going living a lifestyle that doesn’t 
really provide any fixed routine. 

“Now I’m in a more balanced and happy place. 
Things can still get tough. I can doubt myself a 
lot at times. I’ll spend time at home rather than 
go out with friends because I want to put my 
money into music. But this job makes me feel 
alive and I want to see how far I can go with 
what I’ve got.”

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ITH school Easter holidays fast ap¬ 
proaching I'm often asked which West 
End show is a good one to take children 
to? 

I normally advise either the spectacular Lion 
King, at The Lyceum, or the fabulous Matilda, at 
The Cambridge, but I thought it was about time to 
broaden my horizons and take in the other fairy 
tale big hitter, Charlie and The Chocolate Factory 

at the Theatre Royal _ 

Drury Lane. 

One of my favourite 
venues, which holds 
around 2,000, the The¬ 
atre Royal is beautiful 
and even before the cur¬ 
tain rises on the enor¬ 
mous stage I feel as if I 
have entered a magical 
world. 

Based on Roald 
Dahl's famous book, 
this show has been run¬ 
ning since June 2013 
and received two Olivier 

awards. The mid-week matinee performance was¬ 
n't full and the audience was made up predomi¬ 
nantly by school parties. This was a special signed 
performance with Donna Ruane performing the 
entire show from stage left for those with hearing 
impairment. This isn't the first time I've been to 
this type of performance and they always astound 
me. While the action is taking place as usual on 
stage, the person signing tells the whole story 
adding some movements and facial expressions to 
ensure the hearing impaired are able to enjoy every 
cadence of the show. I really take my hat off to 
these performers. 

As for the rest of the action, well that was great 
too. The only song used from the original film is 
'Pure Imagination' near to the end, with the score 
made up of much more vibrant and mixed music 
than the film's slightly lame soundtrack. There is 
everything from traditional musical theatre to 
street dance with cool and sometimes hilarious

choreography to match, mostly from the fantastic 
Oompa Loompas. The children's characters have 
been cleverly updated, so that the story feels very 
current and the wealth of juvenile talent on show 
was phenomenal. Ewan Rutherford as Charlie 
Bucket was gorgeous and I must also mention Han¬ 
nah Howland as Veruca Salt, who was just so won¬ 
derfully vile. 

The adults were pretty good too, with standby 
Wonka, Ross Dawes giving a charming chee kin ess 
to his portrayal and seasoned West End stars Jose- 
fina Gabrielle, as Mrs Teavee, and Paul J Medford, 
as Mr Beauregarde, both showing they still com¬ 
mand the stage. I particularly enjoyed Gabrielle's 
sneaky hip flask moments, which added to the very 
well written adult themes. I often found I was the 
only person chuckling at this among the predomi¬ 
nantly youthful audience. 

The staging was, as I expected, very good al¬ 
though the first time we saw the factory I would 
have liked a little more of a 'wow' factor after the 
darkness which had preceded it. 

There were also a couple of places where I would 
have liked the action to move a bit faster, and if you 
are taking younger children you might find that 
their attention wanes slightly in places, but gener¬ 
ally this is a really great family show worthy of an 
Easter trip.

T HERE seems to have been a resurgence of 
the jukebox musical in The West End this 
year. The Kinks' Sunny Afternoon is wow¬ 
ing audiences at The Harold Pinter theatre, 
Mamma Mia! is still packing them in at The Nov- 
ello and the new Carole King musical Beautiful at 
The Aldwych last week received eight Olivier 
award nominations. 

It seems the appetite for nostalgia has once again 
gripped London ticket buying audiences. I was in¬ 
terested, therefore to attend the opening night of 
Let It Be, The Beatles musical's third visit to Lon¬ 
don at the Garrick Theatre. With this type of show 
it always helps if you like the music and I've long 
been a fan of the Beatles' sound. This said, I'm not 
usually keen on the jukebox musical genre, gen¬ 
erally preferring an original score, but I went along 
hoping this tried and tested formula would change 
my mind. 

Before the show began, the multitudes of tourists 
and commuters on Charing Cross Road were 
treated to live music provided by the band from 
the balcony of the theatre. What a fun and exciting 
way to start the evening with, literally, dancing in 
the street. 

Once inside, the performance starts at the Cavern 
Club in 1962 and charts the Fab Four's rise to fame 
through to their eventual breakup in 1969. 

It's a mixture of live music and archive footage 


which is broadcast throughout the auditorium on 
'vintage look' big screens. Although pitched as a 
musical it is really a gig. A very good and very en¬ 
tertaining gig but a gig nonetheless. Having not 
seen the show before I was expecting more stag¬ 
ing, some acting and maybe some dancing but ac¬ 
tually it was a Beatles tribute band playing one of 
the most famous back catalogues in the history of 
pop music. 

Authentic 

The Faux Four themselves were fantastic, and 
although I'm not an expert, their playing and sound 
seemed very authentic. Perhaps a little bit more 
practice at the Scouse accent for the introductions 
could be done to make it feel even more realistic. 

From the very beginning the audience were en¬ 
couraged to stand, take pictures and sing along, 
which the very mixed following did with enthusi¬ 
asm. The atmosphere in the auditorium was elec¬ 
tric with anthems like ' I Want to Hold Your Hand' 
and 'Lucy in the Sky With Diamonds' belting out 
from virtually every seat. 

Fans of the Beatles will no doubt flock to the 
Garrick in droves to once again enjoy this sensa¬ 
tional review of perhaps the most famous British 
music group of all time and, with the tourist sea¬ 
son about to begin, I'm sure this show will be keep 
people dancing in the aisles for the forseeable fu¬ 
ture.

D ESPITE salvaging a late point in a 1-1 
draw at Sheffield Wednesday, Fulham 
actually slipped two points closer to 
the relegation zone. 

The gap between Whites, in 20th place, and 
Wigan Athletic, in the bottom three of the 
Championship, was six points before this 
Wednesday's (18th) home league clash with 
Leeds United. 

Matt Smith has now scored two goals in his 
three matches since being recalled from his loan 
spell with Bristol City and his 75th minute 
equaliser at Hillsborough may yet prove 
invaluable in their scramble to stay in the 
second tier. 

Both teams squandered a hatful of chances to 
win it on a bobbly pitch that was as lamentable 
as much of the wayward finishing on display. Of 
course, Johnny Haynes and co. played on much 
worse surfaces for most of the season 
throughout the 60s and rarely put a foot wrong. 

Fulham manager Kit Symons admitted his 
relief at seeing Smith find the bet from close 
range via the underside of the bar: "I was 
pleased to have got the goal in the end.

He talks and communicates well 
and leads that backline and I thought he did 
very well today. I was really pleased with his 
performance." 

Asked about media reports linking Ross 
McCormack with a move away from SW6, 
Symons gave the rumours short shrift: "There 
will always be interest in Ross, he's a very good 
player. But he won't be going anywhere and we 
certainly won't be letting him go out on loan, as 
was mooted in some areas of the press. 

"He's worked his socks off ever since he's been 
here and that's one of the reasons why our fans 
love him so much. He's a talented, quality player 
but he'll give you that work-rate as well, which is 
a great combination to have." 

Eight days in April, in which they face three 
fellow strugglers, could well save Fulham's 
season. Whites have home matches against 
Wigan Athletic and Rotherham United before 
visiting whipping boys Blackpool, who will 
almost certainly be relegated by then.

When that penalty is given you have to believe that 
the second yellow could come,” he said. 

“With fast players like Mane coming out of midfield, 
driving the ball, that could happen. If you remember 
Ramires’ red card against Villa (last season), obviously 
you are afraid of it.” 

Mourinho is confident that his players will respond 
to the Champions League exit in the right way in their 
remaining 10 Premier League matches. 

“We are not complacent,” he said. “It is something I 
cannot accuse my players of. I’m not afraid of that. I 
can be afraid of other things.” 

ONE man who has been associated with Chelsea 
for almost 40 years is Clive Walker. Oxford-born 
Walker, now a commentator and analyst for 
Chelsea TV, is a former Blues star. He broke into 
the first team when they were in the old second 
division in 1977-78. 

As a classic winger with blistering pace, Walker 
terrorised many an opposing full-back. In 198 games 
for the SW6 side he netted 60 times. 

No Chelsea fan of a certain vintage can forget a 
couple of sensational games he played against then 
European Cup holders Liverpool in the FA Cup. He 
hit a brace in the 4-2 win in 1978 and set up Colin 
Lee’s winner in 1982. 

He moved from Chelsea to Sunderland in 1984 and 
had an outstanding career, notching up almost 1,000 
league and cup matches, including spells with QPR 
(1986-87) and Fulham (1987-90). 

Watching Blues from the TV gantry over the years 
and having access to the inner sanctum of Stamford 
Bridge and the training ground at Cobham, Walker has 
a unique insight into how Chelsea operate. He is 
confident that this side has what it takes to win the title 
this season. 

“I'm totally confident Chelsea will win it,” he says. 
“They have gained another point over Man City 
(beaten 1-0 at Burnley) at the weekend and still have 
a game in hand.
